Verbal Request From Mr. Kessinger for Evaluation 
of Exploitation of Open-Source Literature for 
Photography 


1. The Geographic Research Area considers the exploitation 
of open-source literature for photography an extremely important 
activity. It can easily be categorized as essential because it 
provides key inputs of essential information which are not available 
elsewhere. Photography from these open sources supplements textual 
materials, provides in many cases interpretations to make the text 
meaningful, and in other cases facilitates the use of other sources of 
information which would not be as valuable without photography. The 
photography itself is important as a presentation media. 


2. The systematic exploitation of a variety of open sources 
contributes to the currency of information available for analytic 
research. If this pro;$ram did not continue as a systematic effort 
in Graphics Register, it would have to be done piecemeal by analysts 
in research organizations in order not to overlook the contributing.^-] ^ 
that the program makes . 
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
